This matter was forcefully brought 


to my mind by an inquiry I received 
the other day from a woman who 
held a few snares of a certaiB rail- 
road preferred, stock'on which she 
had not been receiving dividends for 
three or four years. Now it happen- 
ed that this road has passed into con- 
trol of a larger system under a lease^ 
arrangement and that, interest laying 
certificates had been issued to the 
holders of the smaller road's prefet- 
red stock. 
This woman had never 


turned In her shares for exchange 
and so had lost the interest on her 
money. 
Thjs loss was entirely un- 


necessary. Any competent' banker or 
trust company official could have as- 
certained the facts by a few minutes 
work and advised her accordingly. 


This, of course, is an exceptional, 


case but there are plenty of other 
,instances 
of 
investors 
sustaining 


flosses through ignorance or lack of 
'reliable guidance. The moral is that 
•no matter how conservative may have 
been your intentions and how far 
from your thoughts it may have been 
to indulge in a speculation it is the 
prudent course at least once a year 
and preferably once every six months 
to have some one qualified for the 
purpose

vour 
investment 


list and recommend any advisable 
changes. 


It may be objected that it is diffi-, 


cult to know'what kind of an au- 
thority to select for such a review of 
vour investments. 
It .is true " that 


cace must b« exercsied along this line 
but people are continually consulting 
lawyers on affairs of law and doctors 
on matters of health and most of us 
think we are competent to select the 
right lawyer and the right doctor. 
The same qualities that we look for 
in our professional advisors in law 
and medicine are the desirable ones 
to find jn an authority on invest- 
ments.

If you win apply the same 


standards to the selection of an in- 
vestment advisor as you do in other 
professions you are nol. likely to KO 
far wrong.

But whether Jesus was vindicating 


a man who had been wronged and 
misjudged, "and Vaa offering him a 
larger life along the way that he had 
been goinf, or whether Jesus was 
taking a typical publican and mak- 
ing- a new man out of him altogether, 
maters little. 
Whether Zacchaeus had been seek- 


ing salvation, or not, he found it. 
And 
the 
eal\ation 
very 
quickly 


showed itself. His first thought was 
to give to the poor, and to make his 
life straight. 
That is the real test of salvation. 


And every man may have it, who ;s 
as anxious to see esus as was Zac- 
clfaeus.

NEW YORK. Dec. 19—The numeri- 
cal Strength of pro and anti-liquor 
forces off the port of New Yorklsix: 
days before Christmas in terms of the 
larger vessels was figured by the. coast. 
guard today at the ratio of 13 to 30. 
Schooners and steamers of various 
deep water deilgnation comprised the 
13 veafeels of the rum fleet. The rum 
patrol was made up of 15 speed boats, 
10 scouts, and five destroyers, Jnclud- 
Including five speedsters addefl to the 
patrol yesterday. 
Not included in the survey -wfere the 
dozens • of motorized small craft en- 
gaged in attempts to run liquor from 
the rum 
fleet—which is scattered 
from 20 to 100 miles off ehore—to 
lading stations 
maintained 
by the 
metropolitan bootleggers. 
The coast guard reported that the 
relative strength 
of the 
opposing 
forces was shifting so rapidly as new- 
cargoes of liquor arrived for the hol- 
iday trade that five more armed craft 
would be added to the rum patrol 
•within a week. Others would be add- 
ed, it was said, if necessary to insure 
success to the blockade which has 
been laid against smugglers of holi- 
day liquor by sea- 
It was the officially expressed opin- 
ion that this would be a bad season 
for rum runners. Already, according 
to the coast guardsmen the impatient 
tooting- of steamship -whistles along- 
rum 
row, urging the blootleggers 
ashore to "come and get it.'' is evi- 
dence that the blockade is successful.
